When the aged man 
confronted 


Mrs. Sweetin in the jail, he extended 
his hand without a word. The daug*i 
ter-in law took it in both of h<>r hands 
and bowed her head. 


"H» made me do it." she began. "I 


didn't want to " 


"I came to talk to you about what 


to do with the boys."' broke in Mr. 
Sweetin. "Let me tell you about it." 
Mrs. Sweetin said. "I didn't want to 
do it. When he first named it. I said 
I would not. 
I wa«« in his 
power. 


Anything he said I felt like I must 
do 
All the time my husband was 


sick h» wag coming to my house and 
giving mo notes telling me to give 
more poison " 
The mother begged 


that the children might be allowed to 
come to Salem and visit her in the 
jail. She insisted that the boys not be 
separated, and that'they be sent to the 
Masonic orphanage. When he father- 
in-law started to leave. Mrs. Sweetin 
requested him to stay longer, declar- 
ing she was "afraid and awfully lone- 
some' In the Salem jail.

JUSTICE TIED, NOT BLINDFOLDED 


Illinois sentimentalism is in the midst 


of a smacking of lips over another choice 
murder. This time it is a double mur- 
der, 
growing out of a coarse, common 


scandal. It was deliberate and two lives 
are sacrificed to the animal appetites of 
two cold-blooded slayers. 


"What is Illinois, the home of Herrin 


and Loeb-LeopolcL going to do with Min- 
ister Eight and Mrs. Sweetin? The ques- 
tion answers itself. It will shut them up 
in a penitentiary, for it does not dare to 
hang them. Judge Caverly has by de- 
cree written hanging out of the Illinois 
murder statute. 
The fruits of the Loeb- 


Leopold miscarriage of justice'are com- 
ing thick and fast. 
Another murderer 


sentenced to hang has been reprieved 
and only the other day a youth in Chica- 
go who stole $700.000 was let of! scot 
free because of his tender age. Both the 
direct result of Loeb-Leopold justice. 


In the meantime murders and crime, 


mostly by persons of "tenderage."contin- 
ue to require more and more space on the 
first pages of Chicago newspapers. The 
more the Caverly sentence is considered 
the more impossible and preposterous it 
becomes. If we have the least considera- 
tion for society and for the majesty of law- 
it had not a leg to stand on. As a matter 
of fact, the court took it upon itself to 
read into the Illinois statute something 
it did not contain. In his decision Judge 
Caverly said: 


3t is not. 'or the court to say that he will 


r.ot in any pase enforce capital punishment as an 
alternatiie: but the court believes it Is within 
his pro-.ince to decline to impose the sentence 
of death on persons who are not of full age. 


The Illinois statute will be searched in 


vain for the granting of any such judicial 
discretion in so many words. It does not 
exist. The judge says he "believes" it is 
within his province to decline to impose 
the sentence required by the statute, ^e 
think it is the duty of the court to ad- 
minister the law as it is written, and not 
as he thinks it ought to be. 
The only 


consistent and just effect of his sentence 
is to repeal the hanging clause of the Illi- 
nois criminal statutes. This was a right 
reserved exclusively to the legislature. 
Moreover people will not overlook the fact 
that while Judge Caverly's dictum says 
boys of 19 are too young to hang for a 
shocking letter, they are not considered 
too young to go to war and face death on 
the battlefield. 


There is this further and flagrant in- 


consistency in his sentence: After stat- 
in^ he was moved to save the life of Loeb

They are taught that religious faith is un- 
scientific and superstition, leaving by in- 
ference each person to formulate a code 
of ethics adapted to his ideas of happi- 
ness. 


There are two periods in life when en- 


vironment, especially the educational and 
disciplinary, has lasting effect. The first 
is that of childhood, when ideals are fos- 
tered. The second is that of adolescence, 
when boys and girls think for themselves 
from little experience. In both periods 
minds are impressionable. 


How are we to proceed to perfect the 


environment in these two stages of intel- 
lectual and spiritual development? There 
are many young men and women who 
have precisely the same ethical theories 
as Loeb and Leopold. TOiile their bent is 
not to murder, it is not toward any good 
objective. 


Too many young persons taught to scoff 


at the writings of" the Bible and at basic 
laws of conduct, enter on their career in 
an abnormal state. They not only have 
no religion, but they sneer at it. 
They 


have a dwarfed moral sense. The state 
cannot dictate what the curriculum of a 
university or college should be, but par- 
ents can protect their families and so- 
ciety by selecting good educational envir- 
onment for their children, by keeping

their wits alone find it difficult to "relax" at the 
end of the day. If they would acknowledge and 
realize the truth about their "work" and, instead of 
sitting down to "rest." if they would indulge in a 
moderate amount of general exercise suited to In- 
dividual requirements, they would find that the 
"tension" Is gone and" they would enjoy nights of 
restful sleep. Work is the best hypnotic for the 
slacker's habitual use. An hour's walk In the eve- 
ning is an ideal way to get this exercise.

Bolshevik Government Is Only 


One Which Barricades Itself 


in Fortress 


Moscow.—Russia's Bolshevik gov- 


ernment is probably the only one in 
the world which barricades itself be- 
hind a fortress. Every 
department 


of the present Soviet regime, with 
three or four notable exceptions, has 
its headquarters within the high walls 
of the Kremlin, which, stripped of its 
churches, shrines, museums and art 
treasures, is nothing more than an 
armed citadel, _almost 
invulnerable 


from attack. 


No feudal king of the Middle Ages, 


secure in his castle of stone and steel 
surrounded by moats, battlemented 
walls and earthworks, was better for- 
tified" against attack than are the 
members of the Soviet ministry. Not 
only are the entire precincts of the 
Kremlin carefully policed day and 
night by sentries with drawn bayon- 
ets, but the whole place is an arsen- 
al of machine guns, small mortars, 
defensive works and battalions of re- 
servo soldiers. On the rare occasions 
when a cabinet member leaves the 
Kremlin he is carefully guarded by 
pialn-clothes detectives and personal 
bodyguards. Trotzky, 
who 
usually 


rides about in an automobile, invari- 
ably sits in the front seat with the 
chauffeur while 
two 
secret-service 


men occupy the rear seat. 


No political faction in present-day 


Russia Is strong enough or foolhardy 
enough, foreign observers believe, to 
essay an open assault on the govern 
ment. powerfully entrenched as it is 
both militarily and politically. But the 
government believes -constant vigil 
lance is the price of safety, and it 
takes no chances. In the event of an 
armed insurrection In Moscow, the 
entire Kremlin would be alive with 
troopte, guiis •>, and bayonets, in 
the 


twinkling of an eye. The Moscow gar- 
rlso'n alone consists of many thou- 
sands of soldiers, available at an in- 
stant's notice in case of a counter-rev- 
utionary movement on the part of 
any of the dissatisfied elements now 
in Russia. 


While the Bolsheviks are aWe to 


maintain their Red Army and state 
political organization (formerly 
the 


notorious "Cheka") at their present 
strength and efficiency, disinterested 
foreign observers in Moscow believe 
there is little likelihood for a long 
time to come of the present govern- 
ment being dislodged. They feel that 
only a violent massed upheaval among 
the millions of peasants scattered 
throughout the country would be ca- 
pable of breaking down the formid- 
able military, political and bureaucra- 
tic machine which the 
Bolsheviks 


have erected in every important cen- 
ter of Russia during the last seven 
years.

thropophonetic Library in 


Berlin 


Berlin,,— One of the most interesting 


by-products of the world war has been 
the founding in Berlin of an "anthropo- 
phonetic" 
library as part of 
the 


Pi-issian state library. It is an ag- 
gregation of human sounds perpet- 
uated upon by phonograph plates and 
was founded by Professor Wilhelm 
Doegen. 


Struck by the idea that the presence 


of prisoners of war from every quar- 
ter of the globe in German internment 
camps afforded an unique opportunity 
for assembling a collection 'of sounds 
and songs and pronunciations of words, 
he undertook tho task. 


Professor Doegen spent months in 


visiting prison camps as head of a 
commission of scientists, and asked the 
prisioners to sing folk songs and pro- 
nounce words and utter various char- 
acteristic sounds. The collection was 
later extended to Include the charac- 
teristic music on native instruments of 
various countries. 


The collections of Bounds now num- 


bers some 3,000 and includes those 
from most nations of the earth, as Pro- 
fessor Doegen's rosf-arches were great- 
ly extended after tho war. Of each re- 
production threo original p:ates arc 
made with nn estimated life of 9.000 
or 10.000 years. These are carefully 
stored in tho vaults of the library 
while ordinary hard-rubber plates are 
used for demonstration.

extended to Include noises In nature, 
such n«s the rustling of leaves. th» 
whistling of tho wind, the roar of the 
ocean and the roll of thunder.
